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PETERBOROUGH  RURAL  DISTRICT 


I  have  now  completed  my  first  full  year  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  Peterborough  Rural  District  Council.  I  took  up  my 
duties  on  April  1st,  19 65,  on  my  appointment  as  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  the  Huntingdon  and  Peterborough  County  Council. 
I  am,  therefore,  now  familiar  with  the  district  and  its  officials 
and  officers,  to  all  of  whom  I  express  my  thanks. 


Population 

The  estimated  population  for  mid-1966  is,  according  to  the 
Registrar-General,  9,030,  an  increase  of  thirty  on  last  year’s 
estimate  of  9,000. 


Statisti cs 

The  birth  rate  of  21.3  per  1,000  population  is  higher  than 
that  of  the  previous  year,  which  was  20.3,  and  also  again  higher 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  is  estimated  as  17.7. 
It  is  usual  for  the  birth  rate  in  this  district  to  be  higher  than 
the  national  average. 

The  death  rate  of  8.7  per  1,000  population  is  slightly  above 
the  figure  for  1965,  which  was  8.6,  but  is  again  well  below  the 
rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole,  which  is  provisionally  given  as 

11  .7. 


Seventeen  of  the  seventy-nine  deaths  which  occurred  in  the 
district  in  1966  were  due  to  malignant  disease,  three  being  due  to 
carcinoma  of  the  lung  or  bronchus,  and  three  to  malignant  disease 
of  the  breast. 

One  death  is  attributable  to  syphilitic  disease.  Coronary 
disease  and  angina  accounted  for  fourteen  deaths. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  15.5  per  1,000  ? ive  births  is 
below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  which  is  estimated 
§.s  19.0.  In  1965  there  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  in  the  district. 


Conclusion 


The  statistics  show  that  the  health  of  the  district  was 
satisfactory  in  1966,  and  call  for  no  comment,  except  to  note  that 
our  stillbirth  rate  is  higher  than  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole. 
(25.2  compared  with  15.4).

The  three  principle  multiple  sites  are  situated  in  the 
village  of  Eye  and  are  licenced  for  6,  15  and  100  caravans 
respectively.  A  statutory  notice  was  served  in  respect  of 
non-compliance  with  site  conditions  in  one  case,  but  enforcement 
action  is  in  abeyance  pending  the  result  of  a  planning  application 
for  a  "change  of  use1'  of  the  s  itc  for  housing  development.  The  . 
re— newal  of  the  planning  permission  in  respect  of  one  of  the 
other  sites  was  opposed  at  the  time  of  the  application  for 
re -newal,  but  was  granted  following  an  Enquiry  into  the  refusal.

The  Annual  Report  in  the  form  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture , Fisheries  and  Food  is  presented  as  Appendix  II. 

Most  occupiers  found  it  cheaper  to  carry  out  treatments  for 
themselves  than  to  request  this  service  from  the  Council,  which  is 
carried  out  on  a  re-chargeable  basis  if  request  is  made.  Advice  was- 
given  in  each  case,  and  re-visits  made  as  necessary.
